Dear  Blaisdell  Kin: 


A  copy  of  this  outline  of  the  descendants  of  THOMAS  BLASDELL 
(BLAISDELL)  has  been  submitted  to  the  national  statistical  office 
of  the  BLAISDELL  FAMILY  ASSOCIATION,  and  has  been  described  by 
the  statistical  editor,  Mrs.  Phyllis  J.  Butler,  1530  Country  Hills 
Drive,  Ogden,  Utah,  as  ,?A  wonderful  record!!!"  This,  because  it 
is  not  often  possible  to  secure  the  data  for  so  complete  an  out¬ 
line  of  a  branch  of  a  family. 

Appended  to  this  outline  are  a  few  pages  of  "back-ground" 
data  covering  JEREMIAH,  the  founder  of  our  family  line,  and  MEDAD, 
his  son,  who  was  the  father  of  Thomas,  and  eight  other  children. 

It  should,  perhaps,  be  said  here  that  JEREMIAH  is  believed  to 
be  a  fifth  (possibly  sixth  or  seventh)  generation  descendant  of 
the  original  RALFE,  the  first  of  our  name  in  America.  Much  time 
has  been  spent  In  an  effort  to  find  his  precise  place  in  the  line 
of  descent,  but,  so  far,  we  have  been  unsuccessful.  The  New  York 
census  of  1800  lists  a  Thomas  Blaisdell,  v/hose  location  and  whose 
large  family  corresponds  so  exactly  with  the  family  of  the  "sup¬ 
posed  JEREMIAH"  that  there  is  much  reason  to  think,  though  as  yet 
In  question,  that  this  THOMAS  and  JEREMIAH  were  one  and  the  same 
person.  It  is  thought  that  his  name  could  have  been  Jeremiah  Thomas , 
or  Thomas  Jeremiah,  and  that  while  to  the  family  he  was  J eremiah, 
he  used  the  name  Thoma s  for  business  and  census  purposes.  Need¬ 
less  to  say,  effort  continues  in  the  direction  of  solving  the 
question. 

Keeping  a  family  record  up  to  date  is  a  continuing  process, 
and  now  that  we  have  been  so  successful  in  establishing  such  a 
fine  record  here,  the  ASSOCIATION  urges  that  all  marriages,  births 
and  deaths  in  this  family,  with  all  pertinent  data,  be  reported, 
as  they  occur,  that  a  continuing  record  may  be  maintained.  There  . 
will  be  those  in  future  generations  of  Blaisdell  descent  who  will 
be  grateful . 

In  tabulating  the  data  for  this  outline,  considerable  care 
was  exercised  in  the  interest  of  accuracy,  but  *if  you  find  that 
error  has  crept  in,  please  let  me  know,  that  the  proper  correc¬ 
tion  may  be  made  at  once • 

Compiling  this  material,  which  could  not  have  been  accomplish¬ 
ed  without  the  cooperation  and  patience  of  all  concerned,  has 
given  me  genuine  pleasure,  and  coming  to  know  the  members  of  the 
family,  some  of  whom  I  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  meet  person¬ 
ally,  has.  Indeed,  meant  a  great  deal  to  me. 

Thank  you  all  for  your  help  in  preparing  the  outline,  which 
is  herewith  submitted  to  you.

At  six  o* clock  Tuesday  morning  Mr.  Blaisdell  arose,  and  while 
yet  seated  upon  the  side  of  the  bed,  suddenly  fell  forward  to  the 
floor,  striking  upon  his  face,  Mrs.  Blaisdell,  awakened  by  his 
fall,  arose  quickly,  but  only  in  time  to  see  him  gasp  once  for 
breath  and  expire.  Hr,  Barber  was  summoned  at  once,  and  it  was 
ascertained  that  life  was  indeed  extinct. 

Justice  Foighner,  acting  in  the  capacity  of  coroner,  empaneled 
a  Jury  and  proceeded  to  hold  an  inquest  over  the  remains  to  deter¬ 
mine,  if  possible,  the  cause  of  death.  Upon  hearing  the  testimony 
of  Mrs,  Blaisdell,  bearing  upon  the  manner  of  his  death,  and  the 
expert  testimony  of  Brs.  Barber  and  Young,  the  Jury  brought  in  a 
verdict  to  the  effect  that  death  resulted  from  heart  disease. 

The  funeral  will  be  held  from  the  M.  E.  church  at  1  oTclock 
this  afternoon. 


Thomas  Blaisdell  was  born  in  Genoa,  Cayuga  county,  N*Y.V 
April  12,  1815.  His  father  was  a  farmer  of  limited  meant,  unable 
to  give  his  children  more  that  the  rudiments  of  an  education, 

Thomas  worked  upon  the  farm  until  he  attained  his  majority,  when 
he  apprenticed  himself  to  a  miller  to  learn  that  trade,  and 
subsequently  followed  that  calling  for  several  years. 

In  1837,  having  heard  favorable  reports  of  the  young  and  grow¬ 
ing  Uolverine  state,  he  came  to  Plymouth,  Uayne  county,  and 
entered  the  employ  of  a  miller  named  Holbrook,  where  he  remained 
three  years.  He  then  returned  east,  and  on  the  31st  of  Eecember, 
1840,  was  married  to  Miss  Alice  Hall,  In  1840  he  came  again  to 
Michigan  and  settled  upon  160  acres  of  section  15,  Castleton, 
which  he  had  purchased  several  years  before,  and  which  had 
remained  unimproved  until  his  arrival.  With  the  aid  of  a  carpenter 
he  built  a  house  in  the  fall  and  having  hired  ten  acres  cleared, 
©owgd'lt  to.  wheat.  The  following  spring  he  built  a  barn  and  began 
active  warfare  upon  the  forest  which  covered  his  possessions.  In 
1861  his  wife  died.  She  had  borne  him  four  children  —  two  sons 
and  two  daughters  —  three  of  whom  are  now  living.  They  are: 

Leflitt  H.,  living  near  Battle  Creek;  Hannah,  wife  of  S.  J.  Robinson, 


of  this  Village:  and  Polly,  wife  of  Reuben  Kuhlman*  On  the  19th 
of  February,  1865,  Mr.  Blaisdell  married  Charlotte  Burdick,  but 
was  again  left  n  widower  in  1867*  In  1869,  he  married  Mrs*  Phenie 
Oillis,  who  died  in  1878,  and  on  December  18,  1879,  he  married 
Bertha  Bock,  who  survives  him,  and  by  whom  he  has  had  one  child, 
a  daughter  now  three  years  old*  In  1881,  Mr*  Blaisdell  moved  from 
his  farm  to  the  village  where  he  has  since  lived. 

Mr.  Blaisdell  was  a  man  of  integrity,  and  was  recognized  as  a 
successful  farmer  and  good  citizen*

MRS.  HANNAH  ROBINSON, 

92,  DIED  AT  HOME  HERE. 

Came  to  Castleton  Nearly  90  Years  Ago# 
Original  Blaisdell  Farm 
Remains  in  Family. 


Mrs,  Hannah  Blaisdell  Robinson,  who  Game  with  pioneering 
parents  to  Castleton  Township  nearly  90  years  ago  and  for  the 
past  20  years  has  resided  in  Nashville  where ,  living  alone , 
she  has  actively  and  capably  carried  on  her  housewifely  duties 
until  the  last  few  days  of  her  life,  passed  away  at  her  Phillips 
street  home  at  ?  P.M.,  Thursday,  after  a  brief  illness  at  the 
age  of  92. 

Born  in  Seneca  Falls,  New  York,  on  October  23,  1843,  Mrs. 
Robinson,  as  Hannah  Blaisdell,  a  little  three  year  old  girl, 
came  with  her  parents,  Thomas  and  Alice  Blaisdell,  by  train, 
and  by  boat  across  Lake  Erie,  then  by  stage  coach  to  Hastings, 
then  a  tiny  village,  to  pioneer  on  land  taken  up  from  the 
government  and  located  in  Castleton,  about  five  miles  north¬ 
west  of  Nashville,  her  earliest  remembrances  of  which  were  of 
Indian  inhabitants  and  of  a  saw  mill# 

They  had  ordered  a  place  cleared  for  a  homes ite,  but  • 
through  a  misunderstanding  the  clearing  was  not  on  their  land, 
so  they  had  to  make  a  place  in  the  vgoods  for  this  first  home, 
a  log  cabin  without  floors  or  windows#  The  barn  which  her 
father  built  on  the  cleared  160  acres  is  still  standing*  Like 
the  stone  house,  which  followed  the  earlier  cabin  as  the 
Blaisdell  home,  it  now  is  the  property  of  Mrs*  Robinson* s  son- 
in-law,  Arthur  Meade,  who  Is  himself  a  grandfather,  making  the 
fifth  generation  from  the  original  peoneer  owners# 

When  Hannah  Blaisdell  was  15  years  of  age,  her  mother 
died,  and  for  18  months  she  cooked  for  the  laborers  who  were 
building  her  father* s  new  stone  house.  All  the  timber  was 
hewn  by  hand  and  the  stones  and  sills  hauled  from  the  quarry 
near  Ceresco*  They  went  to  Hastings  for  their  mall  and  to 
Battle  Creek  to  trade  and  to  sell  their  produce#  She  no-  ? 

celved  her  education  in  the  school  house  near  her  home* 

In  1865  she  was  united  in  marriage  with  Dorrance  Burdick, 
and  to  this  union  was  born  one  child,  Alice  Julia,  who  passed 
away  in  1932.  In  1874  she  was  married  to  Samuel  J.  Robinson, 
who  died  in  March,  1896.  Two  daughters  were  born  to  them: 
Bertha  May  (Mrs.  Stephen  Mater  of  Marshall)  and  Jessie  June 
(deceased,  and  former  wife  of  Arthur  Meade),  the  latter  dying 
in  1928. 

The  greater  part  of  her  life  was  spent  on  the  farm,  to 
which  she  came  as  a  little  girl.  Mrs.  Robinson  was  always 
interested  in  agriculture,  and  managed  the  farm  for  her 
husband,  who  was  employed  by  the  Michigan  Central  railroad. 
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She  was  very  active  and  enjoyed  reading,  sewing  and 
taking  care  of  her  home.  Although  not  affiliated  with  any, 
church,  she  attended  iri  former  years  and  always  read  her 
Bible. 

Surviving  this  truly  remarkable  woman  are  one  sister,  Mrs. 
Polly  Kuhlman  of  Nashville;  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Stephen  Mater 
of  Marshall;  four  grandchildren,  Mrs,  Aura  Smith  of  Marshall, 
Kre.  Harlow  Grey  of  Grass  Lake,  Kenneth  Meade  of  Detroit  and 
Mies  Mabel  Meade  of  Flint;  and  nine  great-grandchildren,  and 
other  more  distant  relatives. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  Sunday  afternoon  at  2 
0! clock  from  the  home,  with  arrangements  by  Waldorf f  of 
Hastings.  Hev.  M.E,  Hoyt,  pastor  of  the  Methodist  church, 
officiated  and  Mrs,  Lykins  sang*  The  bearers  were  relatives, 
the  two  sons-in-law,  Stephen  Mater  and  Arthur  Meade;  a  grand¬ 
son,  Kenneth  Meade;  a  nephew,  Will  Kuhlman;  while  a  great-" 
grandson,  Robert  Meade,  was  at  the  foot  of  the  casket.  The 
burial  was  at  Lakeview  Cemetery.
